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REMARKS 

Applicant greatly appreciates the Office's determination of patentability of Claims 1-3 
and 6-9. 

Claims 1-9 are currently pending within this application. Claims 10-15 have been 
canceled for potential filing within a divisional application. Claims 4 and 5 have been amended 
solely to remove the modifier "about" as requested by the Office. Such an amendment thus 
merely clarifies the subject matter to the specific measurements noted within the claim 
limitations. As such, no new search or consideration should be required by the Office to render a 
proper decision on patentability. As such amendments are clarifying, no new matter has been 
added. Thus, Applicants respectfully request entry and due consideration of such amendments 
within this pending application. 

The Office has objected to the drawings. It is not understood by Applicant what the basis 
of such an objection is as the reference character "108" is properly described throughout the 
specification, both as originally filed and as properly clarified through amendment. For example, 
and at the very least, such reference character is described on lines 7 and 10 on page 14 of the 
originally filed specification. As such, it is respectfully submitted that proper description is 
provided by Applicant and that the Drawings are in proper form as are the Descriptions thereof. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of such objections are therefore earnestly solicited. 

The Office has rejected Claims 4-5 under 35 U.S. C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is understood by Applicant that this rejection is based upon 
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the term "about" as the modifier of the lengths of such perforations and distances between such 
perforations. With the amendment to the claims above, Applicant has removed such a term. It is 
thus Applicant's position that such a rejection is now moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal 
thereof are thus respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the amendments and remarks supplied above, it is respectfully submitted that 
the present claims of this application are now in condition for allowance and that this case be 
passed on to issue.
